Ro Vyshinsky lost nv 
time yesterday in 
plaguihg ‘the reconvened 
UN General Assembly with 
the question of Communiat 
China's admission to the 
United Nations, Probably 
most of the delegates ex- 
pected it, for the Soviet 
delegate has — frequently 
demonstrated that once he 
haa’ dug his teeth into a 
controversial subject, he- is 
loath to Jet it go Mr 
Vyshinaky's arguments 
followed an establiphea 
pattern; that while the 
Peking Government jis re- 
fused o sent in the United 
Nations, tne Charter is 
being violated, decisions of 
international issues — lack 
authority, and the rules ot 
procedure within ‘the UN 
are being. {nfringed. Un- 
fortunately for Mr Vyshin- 
sky much of ‘his pleading 
was negatived by the fact 
that to date the Peking 
regime, while proving itself 
the effective Government of 
the mainland, has given no 
satisfactory sign that it is 
worthy of being admitted 
to’ the International family 
of nations. Its domestic 
policies are not involved any 
more than those of other 
Communist countries — al- 
ready holding UN member- 
ship, What is. essential. to 
establish is the Govern- 
ment’s sincere: readiness to 
observe and fulfil its mter- 
national obligations —_ in 
accordance with the UN 
Charter. What: is on the 
record so far docs -not 
qualify the Chinese Com- 
munists for United Nations 
membersiup, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly's decision to 
postpone further consiaern- 
‘tion of the question until 
next year is logical nnd’ 
sensible. eg 
-RVisrt ~ sirfee- the-- Chinese 
Communists assumed 
power they have carried out 
‘acts and adopted policies 
designed to aggravate 
international tension, Their 
behaviour has been inimical 

to the. interosts of peace 
und security in the Far 
Enst, and in a number of 
ways they have displayed a 
complete disregard — for 

. international conventions 
and the lawful rights of 
other nations, Their entry 
into the Korean conflict was 
utterly unjustified, in just 
the sume way as have been 
their attacks against Bri- 
tlsh ships in international 
watory. The unlawful 
seizure and incarceration 
without trial of foreigaers 
are other illustrations of 
the Government's contempt 
for international obligations 
and of its lack of desire or 
intention to conform with 
the basic principles of the 
United Nations Chartor, The 
Chinese Communists must 
provide practical evidenco 
of good falth before they 
can expect to earn for 
themsclyos the: respect of 
_the world and thus obtain 
entry into the UN. Oppor- 
tunity is not lacking, and 
most important immediate 
contribution would be .an 
honest endeavour to help
